Claims Nos.: 25,29 



Claims 25 and 29 refer to compounds which are Identified by a method of 
screening. It Is not clear which compounds are Identified by the said 
methods (Art. 6 PCT). As the application furthermore does not disclose 
any Instance of said compounds other than those referred to in claims 
20-24, the subject-matter of claims 25 and 29 Is unclear to such an 
extend as to render a meaningful search of the said claims Impossible. 
These claims were, thus, not searched. 

The applicant's attention 1s drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions In respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an International preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT). The applicant Is advised that the EPO 
policy when acting as an International Preliminary Examining Authority Is 
normally not to carry out a preliminary examination on matter which has 
not been searched.
